OLD TIME ATLANTA. 
HOW “THE TERMINUS” BECAME A 
GREAT CITY. 


The Story Told by an Old Lady Resident— 
The Soldiers March Through to the Mex- 
ican War, Ete. 


“etme see. I came to the Terminus in 
*43.”” 

*‘And what was the Terminus ?”’ 

‘The Terminus—why that was what they 
called it before Marthasville was incorpor- 
ated.”’ 

“And you have lived here ever since ?”’ 

‘In this same house.”’ 

The speaker was an old lady, but still erect 
and active—the very picture of health and 
peaceful old age. The little house that has 
been her home for forty-five years or more 
stands today exactly as it stood in 1843. That 
was long before Loyd street was laid. out, be- 
fore the big Catholic church on the corner was 
built, and long years before the houses around 
it were dreamed of. 

Forty-five years ago, when Atlanta was 
“The Terminus.” 

“Yes,” said Mrs. Cannon, for that is the 
lady’s name, ‘“‘they called it the Terminus be- 
cause it was intended to be the terminus of the 
railroad—called it that before the road came 
here. There were not many of us here then, 
either. Mr. Michael McCullough, the father 
of Patrolman Pat MeCullough, lived between 
here and the railroad on what is now Loyd 
strect, not nore than a hundred yards away, 
and in his house the first mass was celebrated 
here by Father Cullen. You see there were quite 
anumber of Irishmen at work on the road, and 
when it got within afew miles of the Termi- 
nns they used to come down here. Father 
Cullen kept up with the railroad boys, and one 
fine msrning he ealled.them together for mass. 

“At that time there was only one church 
here—a little bit of a Methodist church about 
where the First Methodist is now. It was in 
the woods then, with a big grove areund it. 
Soon afterward a little Catholic church was 
built. But before that was built Jimmie was 
born here, and we went down to Macon to 
have him baptized.” 

“Was Macon the nearest town ?”’ « 

“No,no. Yousee allthis was part of De- 
Kalb county then, and Decatur was the county 
seat. My husband would go to Decatur for 
his groceries. That was the nearest town.”’ 

‘, Who lived here then ?’’ 

“Woll, besides Mr. £&McCullough there was 
Jim Loyd. the father of the present marshal, 
and old m Collifs, and the Kyle family. 
Then presently old man Henry Ivy came. 
This side of the railroad had more settlements 
then than the other side had. After a while 
Loydand Collins put up a little store where 
the Markham house is now, and as soon as 
the railroad come the town began growing 
rapidly, and they cailed it Marthasville. I 
don’t think there was a single street named 
here then, and along where Whitehall street 
isnow was the “Savannah side’ of town. 
Then about this time, when the place was very 
sinall indeed, the soldiers went through to the 
Mexican war. The only one I remember now 
that wentthrough was Major John Dunwoody, 
afterwards major of tlhe Seventh Georgia in 
the civil war, and the boys say he made a good 
soldier. IT remember that some of them gave 
little Pat McCullough some marbles, and he 
ran down to show them tomy boys.”’ 
To you remember the stage coaches ?’’ 

“Oh, yes: we came here in one. The road 
was only eighty miles from Savannah then, 
and even after the old Monroe road, now the 
Centra], was compicted, there was astage 
road from Marie Oo Decatur strect, that 
passed near town, the nearest point being near 
where the Piedmont park is now—out at the 
old Walker place. ‘l’om Shivers used to drive 
the stage.

WDuring the former the 
creature left me no moment alone; and,inthe 
latter, I started, hourly, from dreams of unut- 
terable fear, to find the hot breath of the thing 
upon my face, and its vast weight, an incarnate 
nightmare that lhad no power to shake off, 
incumbent eternally upon my heart! 

Beneath the pressure of torments such as 
these, the feeble remnant of the gcod within 
me succumbed. Evil thoughts became my 
sole intimates; the darkest and most evil of 
thoughts. The moodiness of my usual temper 
increased to hatred of all things and of all 
mankind; while, from the -sudden, frequent, 
and ungovernable outbursts of a fury to which 
I now blindly abandoned myself, my uncom- 
plaining wife, alas' was the most usual and 
the most patient Of sufferers. 

One day she accompanied me, upon ‘Some 
household errand, into the cellar of the old 
building: which our poverty compelled us to in- 
habit. The cat followed me down the steep 
stairs, and, nearly throwing me headlong, ex- 
asperated me to madness.

i was just ruminating over the trials and 
tribulations, the losses and crosses of keeping 
up With society and running the domestic ma- 
chine. How expenses increase and encroach 
upon you inch by inch, and how things wear 
out and you have to buy new ones before you 
know it, and how you don’t know when the 
cook will quit, and how most everythin gis on 
a strain, and there isa good side and a bad 
side to every pleasure, and we must not expect 
toomuch and we won’t be disappointed, but 
we must move along calm and serene, and take 
things as they come and watch them as they 
go, and by the time we are old enough to die 
we will be just about fitten to live, and this 
proves that this life is just a little skirmish of 
raw recruits—a tuning of the violin, a school 
where we may learn the incidents if we will. 
The best pleasure that I have ever found is 
that which I gave ~ away, or that 
which somebody gave to me.

were watching and listening. Mrs. Arp can

It is just what the 
husband and wife choose to make it—a hell or 
a heaven. ButI have always thought that 
home was more sacred to the wife than the 
husband—more feminine than masculine, for 
shehas to dwell there and abide continually 
and it ought to be made as attractive as possi- 
ble and as woman loves ornament more than 
man and has an eye and a heart for the beau- 
tifnl both in nature and art,it becomes every 
good, thoughtful, considerate husband, to in- 
dulge his wife in everything that he can afford. 
Suppose he doesn’t care a snap about lace cur- 
tains or carpets, or papered walls, or china 
dishes or pretty pictures, or beautiful flowers, 
he has tied unto him a being who does and she 
can’t get away from the place that is to be her 
prison or her pleasure until she 
dies. Sometimes I get worried because there 
is so much cooking and so much cleaning up 
and scouring, and washing, and so many 
things that have to be mended and replaced, 
and my memory goes back to the primitive 
days of my youth, when we lived in a little 
humble house of three rooms, with a little 
Square porch infront. There were but two 
rooms in front, anda shed 1oom attached—a 
shed room that was not ceiled, and my*brother 
and I slept there and I have never heard any 
music half. so sweet as the sound of the rain 
as it pattered on thatroof on a long winter 
night.

There isa big snake story and a casualty 
about a boy playing with a pistol and an art 
cle against the fashions and an ‘ad’ saying that 
the mail will be sent to Philadelphia once a 
week on horseback. Think of that. The 
mail from Baltimore to Philadelphia carried 
on a horse once a week. One hundred and 
fifteen years have passed since then and there 
are some towns left yet where the horse mail

id essay on dueling, written by the 
bishop of London to Lord Townshend.

| A SHIP OVER NIAGARA FALLS. 


A Thrilling Scene Witnessed at Niagara Six- 
ty Years agu by 60,000 Peopic. 

The New York San digs up an old letter 
written in 1528 in which it describes the tumb- 
ling of a ship over Niagara falls, Inthe ship 
were several live animals, and the fate of beth 
the vessel and its cargo is graphically told in 
this old letter. 

“The schooner Michigan was the largest on 
Lake Erie, and two large, in fact, to enter the 
various harbors on the lake, and, being some- 
what decayed in her uppers, the thought struck 
the owner, Major Frazer, formerly of New 
York, that she would answer the purpose of 
testing the fate of a vessel that by accident 
might approach too near the stupendous catar- 
act of Niagara, and also of the fate of animals 
that might be caught in the rapids of those 
swift-rolling waters and carried over the falls. 

‘‘The proprietors of the large public houses 
at the falls, on both sides of the river, and of 
stages and steamboats, made up a purse to 
purchase the schooner, aware that they would 
be repaid by the company which the exhibi- 
tion would attract, and in the calculation they 
were not deceived. 

‘‘For several davs previous to the 8th the 
stages came crowded, as well as the canal 
boats, so much so tliat it was difficult to find a 
conveyance to the falls; and such was the in- 
terest that the descent was the only topic of 
conversation among all classes. The Chippe- 
wa was appointed to tow down the pirate 
schooner (as she was termed), the Michigan, 
which service she performed. I took my pas- 
sage on board this boat, and we got under way 
before the others, passed through the basin at 
Black Rock, and about a mile below the rock 
took in tow the vessel destined to make the 
dreadful plunge. Assoon as we got under 
way the scene became interesting. The sun 
shonein full splendor, the waters of the Erie 
were placid, there being scarcely a rufile upon 
its surface, and a few miles astern of us four 
steamers crowded with passengers, and with 
bands of music on board, were ploughing 
their way down the rapids of Niagara. 

“Three o’clock was the hour appointed to 
weigh anchor on board the Michigan. The 
task of towing her from Yale’s Landing to the 
rapids, and a most hazardous one it was, was 
intrusted to Captain Rough, the oldest Cap- 
tain on thelake. Witha yawl boatand five 
oarsmen, of stout hearts and strong arms, the 
old Captain got the schooner under way, and 
towed her till within one quarter ofa mile of 
the first rapids, and within half a mile of the 
tremendous precipice, as near as they dared 
approach. Cutting her adrift, she passed ma- 
jestically on, while the oarsmen of the yawl 
had to pull for their lives to make themselves 
safe. 

The highgrounds on both side of the Amer- 
ican and British shores weie lined with peo- 
ple, having a full view of the rapids and of the 
approach of the vessel, andnow it was that a 
thousand fears and expectations were indulg- 
ed, as the Michigan, unguided by human agen- 
cy, approached, head on, the first rapid or des- 
cent, and appearantly keeping the very course 
that the most skillful navigator would have 

ursued, having an American ensign flying 
rom her bowspritand the British jack dis- 
played at her stern. She passed the first rapid 
unhurt, still head on, makinga plunge, ship- 
ping a sea, and rising from it it in beautiful 
style. In her descent over the second her 
masts went by the board, at the same moment 
affording those who have never witnessed 
a shipwreck a specimen of the spars 
of a ship at sea in a wreck. LExpecta- 
tion of her fate was now at the 
highest; she swung ground and presen- 
ted her broad side to the dashing and foaming 
water, and after remaing stationary a moment 
or two, was, by its force, swung round, stern 
foremost, and, having passed the third rapid, 
she bilged, but carried her hull apparantly 
whole between Grass Island and the British 
shore to the Horseshoe, over which she was car- 
ried stern foremost and launched iito the 
abyss below. Inher fall she was dashed to 
pieces. I went below the falls immediately 
after the descent, and the river presented a 
singular appearance from the thousands of 
floating fragments, there being scarcely to be 
seen any two boards nailed together, and many 
of her timbers were broken into twenty 
pieces. Such was the eagerness of the multi- 
tude present to procure a piece of her that be- 
fore sunset a great part of her was carried 
away. 

‘‘] believe I have already informed you of 
the animals on board. The consisted of a buf- 
falo from the Rocky Mountains, two bears from 
Greene Bay and Grand River, two foxes, a 
raccoon, a dog, a cat, and four geese. The 
fate of these you will probably wish to learn. 
When the vessel was left to her fate they were 
let loose on deck, except the buffalo, who was 
enclosed in a temporary pen, The two bears 
left the vessel shortly aftershe began to de- 
scend the rapids, and swam ashore, notwith- 
standing the rapidity of the current. On 
reaching the British shore they were taken. 
The butfalo was seen to pass ovor the falls, 
but was never seen afterward. Before the 
vessel reached the first rapids those who had 
glasses could sce one of the bears climbing 
the mast, and the foxes, &c., were also run- 
ning up and down; but nothing was secn of 
them after the schooner passed over. The on- 
ly live animals of the crew that passed over 
the falls were two geese; they were taken up 
unhurt. Major Frazer obtained one,and an 
English gentleman purchased the other for 32. 
Respecting the efiigies, the only one I saw be- 
low the falis was General Jackson, apparently 
uninjured, throwing his arms about and 
knocking his legs together in the eddies, as 
though he was the only one ofthe crew that 
escaped unhurt.

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JAKE DARTS TALE. 


THE BRUNSWICK COLLECTOR AND 
HIS WONDERFUL SHARK, 


Which Towed a Boat Twenty-Five Miles Out 
to Sea in the Teeth of a Gale—A Story 
That Must Be True. 


Captain Jake Dart, collector of the port of 
srunswick, was in the city yesterday, and 

brought with him a fish story that is a fish 
story.

“True? Why, every word of it can be sub-

“You see the government owns a large sail 
boat, which is in the keeping of the lighthouse 
man at Little Cumberland iight.

“On the evening in question a strong breeze, 
ahalf a gale, in fact, was blowing from the 
eastward. The boat was at anchor at the 
mouth of Jekyll river, and owing to the stroug 
wind, the keeper had taken the precaution to 
put on an extra anchor. The beat was held, 
you will understand, by two seventy-five pound 
anchors on three-quarter inch ropes. In the 
morning when the keeper looked out 
his boat was nowhere to be seen. 
The steamer ‘‘Argie and Nelly’’ passed shortly 
afterwards on ber way out to sea and was hired 
to make a hunt for the pirates, who. were sup- 
posed to haye taken the boat. Some- 
body must have taken her, for had she broken 
from her moorings, the wind would have 
driven her on shore. 

‘The ‘Argie and Nelly’ began the search, 
going straight out to sea. From the light 
house she went on to St. Andrews buoy, eight 
miles away, from there straight on to the 

srumswick sea buoy, which is twelve miles 
from St. Andrews, and then on further 
out to sea. Five milesfrom the Brunswick 
sea buoy the missing boat was found. There 
she was, her sails down and her anchor lines 
taut, yet moving along at a rapid rate in the 
teeth of the gale. 

‘Maybe those on the steamer weren’t sur- 
prised. A devil fish was suggested and all 
agreed that the propelling force must be fur- 
nished by a devil fish. A boat putoff from 
the steamer and a sailor clambered up the 
sides of the moving sail boat. He gave one of 
the anchor linesa pull, and as he did soa 
sudden powerful jerk upset him and almost 
swainped the boat. He thought he knew 
when he had enough of a good thing, and got 
back to the steamer as fast as the sailors who 
had come with him could pull. 

“Then it was decided 
sail boat, devil fish, anchors and 
all back to the lighthouse. <A strong line was 
made fagt to the boat and the towing began. 
Just thei there was a great commotionin the 
water, andan immense shark rose to the sur- 
face. Captain Fader,who was on the steamer, 
says that_the shark was fully twenty feet long, 
and its mouth was large enough to have taken 
inaman. As the monster rose to the surface 
he made a last effort, and with an awful jerk 
broke the three-quarter inch anchor line 
wrapped around its body and was free. That 
is, it was free from the boat, but when last 
seen was still fast in the anchor line.

The sharkin playing about the taut 
line got his tail caught in the 
other in a sort of a half-hitch, 
The sudden tightening of that line left Mis- 
ter Shark a prisoner and his efforis to get 
away only made things worse. The steamer 
charged ten dollars for its work in recovering 
the boat, and whenTI left Brunswick the 
keeper of the boat was kicking on that price.

THE WHITE HOUSE. 

The president's house is situated on a gentle 
estern part of the city, over- 
looking the Potomac river. The grounds 
about it comprise twenty sores. It has a 
northern nd southern front, the latter coim- 
manding an exten ive view of the Potomac as 
fay as Alexandria, and on bright” days the 
-ghining walls of Fort Vashington 

may be seen beyond that. The grounds 

are aid out tastefully and planted 
with sbrubbery and fruit trees, andthe walks 

are broad and well made. 3 

The mansion is two stories, very high, 170 
deep. It contains twenty 
rooms, including olnces and reception rooms. 
The northern front is ernamented with a lofty

Beneath this portico is a drive- 
way for carriages. Entering the front door 
ther isa large reception room, from which 
doors entcr into a hall leading to the various 
parlors, ind also a stairway that leads to the 
gory above.

Upstairs are the oflices and sleeping apart- 
ments. The president’s office is in the library, 
or va room, immediately above

There is nota reom or a hallway in this 
spacious building but that has connected with 
it some historic association. Here the greatest 
statesmen our country has known have gather- 
ed in cabinet council, and here great affairs of 
State, of peace and war have been determined. 
Here political bargains have been made and 
secret intrigues set on foot. From hence thou- 
sands of suitors have gone, some with the ela- 
tion of triumph and others with the dejection 
of despair. Men have been made happy and 
men have been made miserable by what has 
transpired here. It has been the home of 
twenty-one presidents, Washington alone never 
having occupied it, 

From the windows of the room now occupied 
by Colonel Lament Lincoin’s sad eyes gazed 

istfully down the Potomac to where he could 
Bee the confederate tiag tluating over Alexan- 
dria, which Elisworth sacrificed his life to 
capture. In this same room the emancipation 
a was signed, aud here it was that 
ancoin received the tidings of how the day 
had gone at Gettysburg. 

in this pleasant bedroom beyond the library, 
its broad windows drinking in the sunshine, 
while far away flows the silvery Potomac wiih 
the Virginia hills in the distance, Gariield lay 
Wounded to death. How often, as his eyes 
took in that pleasant landscape, must he have 
thought of the vanity of human aspirations. 
Ambitions great and small have met and min- 
giedin this historic mansion, and now that 
they are all crumbled into dust, how little even 
the noblest of them stem! 

THE PRESIDENT’S ROUTINE. 

At 1:30 the presideut takes his lunch, and on 
Other daysthan Tuesday or Thursday, which 
Q@re cabinet days, after lunch he goes to the 
Gast rooin fora half hoyr and receives those 
who have called to pay him their respects. He 
then returns to his desk, receives such peop'e 
as he lias tosee, and continues his gensral ex- 
amination of papers until it is time to take a 
drive or go home to Oak View, where he is 
residing for the summer. Seme days Mrs. 
Cleveland comes in and drives him out. After 
his d.nner, at 6 o'clock, he again seats himsel 
at lis desk with papérs he has taken home 
with him, and works until midnight. This is 
substantially his daily routine day in and day 
Out the year round, save when he is away on 
Vacations or business. I found, too, that the 
president was no respecter of persons. Official 
persons he must see promptiy, as a matter of 
course, but of others a poor woman meanly 
cla? or a poor man stands quite as good a 
chance, and even a little better, than those 
Who come more richly favored. 

MR. CLEVELAND'S APPKARANCE. 

My appointment with the president was for 
2 ’clock, and at that hour I entered the wait- 
ing room. A cabinet ofticerwas with him at 
the time, and it was not until a half hour later 
that I was requested to enter.

PREESONAL ATTACKS, 

“People are somé@times curicus to know, 
Mr. President, how you regard these cengrtes- 
sional assaults made on you personally ?’’ 

“In regard to perscnal assaults made upon 
me by my political oppcnents, I am free to say 
I care little forthem. I know they are not 
true, and I believe they are meant to be under- 
stood—by myself, at least—in a Pickwickian 
sense, I confess that the speeches of some of 
the senators surprise me, for I look upon the 
senate of the United States as the most digni- 
fied body in the world, and certainly there 
have been speeches delivered there which do 
not comport with that dignity. But if — 
can stand it I can. am a Little amused, 
though, sometimes that these very republican 
senators who are the most bitter against me 
have no hesitation in asking very particular 
favors at my hands.’’ 

PENSION VETOES. 

‘Your pension vetoés have been criticised 
with some asperity ?’’ 

‘I believe in a codification of the pension 
laws and a complete readjustment of their in- 
equalities. Theyabsolutely need it, and if 
congressmen would address themselves to that 
they would do the soldiers far more good than 
in the passage of private pension bills. These 
operate, as a general thing, unfairly and un- 
equally. That is to say.some person with con- 
gressional infinence succeeds in getting a pen- 
sion, when there are many others in precisely 
the same case who fail becausve they have no 
such intinence. Now, there should bea gen- 
eral law under which all eould come in, 
whether they had influence or not. [ have 
signed more pension bills than all my prede- 
cessors put together, and those I~ have vetoed 
were bills that never should have been passed. 
Iam willing to stand before the people on the 
reascns I have given for my vetoes. 

t seems like a small matter to 
deprive some poor person of $12 a 
month from the public treasury, but why 
sbould any person not justly entitled to it have 
S12 or 12 cents out of the people’s money? 
These are matters of principle, not of gener- 
osity. But some of my yetoes have been in 
the interest of the applicant. Take for in- 
stance that case of Mrs. Smith. I vetoed the 
bill because her case was pending in the pen- 
sion bureau, and if it passed there, she would 
be gntitled toa larger sum of money than she 
would get by the bill. Isee bya Walla Walla 
newspaper that Mrs. Simith’s claim has passed 
the pension bureau after I had brutally vetoed 
it. This is true, and that is the very ground 
upon which I did vetoit. If I had not ‘bra- 
tally’ vetoed it, Mrs. Smith would have gotten 
some S200 or $400 less than she will get now, 
because her payment v ould have commenced 
with the passage of the bill, whereas now it 
commences from the tine her claim was filed 
in the bureau.” 

ONE STORY EXPLAINED. 

“‘The opposition seem to be raking up a good 
many stories about you.” 

‘‘I do not pretend to keep pace with the 
campaign lies manufactured out of whole 
cloth, and I only wonder at the ingenuity 
that devises them. ) 

‘It was said a short time ago that I had 
never appointed a Catholic priest as chaplain 
in the army: or navy. Now, the fact is 
there hafe nevor been but three Catholic 
priests appointed as chaplains in the United 
States service, and Lappointed two of them. 

NOT A FREE TRADER, 

‘‘And that story about my saving I believed 
in free trade as I believed in the Protestant 
religion. I cannot imagine where people pick 
up such absurd statements, In the first place 
I don’t believe in free trade atall, andin the 
next place free trade and protection are mere 
matters of governmental policy. I don’t look 
upon religion asa matter of policy. That is 
something of very much higher moment than 
anything political. But I never said and 
never could say anything that might ve even 
distorted into such an expression.”’ 

HIS SUBSTITUTE. 

“How about that substitute, Mr. President?” 

“Yes. it is true that I hired a substitute dur- 
ing the= war. [am unmdier the impression that 
some yery eminent republicans did the same 
thing. = was drafted at a time when it was im- 
possibile for me to go. ‘Two of my brothers were 
already in the service, and if it had been pos- 
sible for me to have gons in justice to our 
family i would have ‘gone voluntarily. A friend 
brought me the substitute, who was a Norwe- 
gian sailor, just paid off from his shipand who 
was dcsirons of going into the army and mak- 
ing the most he could out of it. He was a 
splendid locking fellow, and I remember the 
provost marshal complimented me on bringing 
in so fine a recruit. He enlisted and served 
through the war, and, so faras I know, was a 
good soldier. After the war he returned to 
Guifalo and called to see nie. He was poor, 
and I gave him $5. He was afterward ad- 
mitted tothe Soldier’s home, at Bath N. Y., 
and died there, as many other soldiers did. 
Hé never was in a poorhouse, so far 1 know, 
and he certainly did not dis in one.” 

The comivon pictures ofgthe president give 
a wrongimpression of him. They cunvey the 
idea of a dark-eyed, dark-complexioned man. 
His eyes are blue, or a blueish gray, his hair 
and musiache are brown, and his complexion 
is fair. Some ofthe pictures of his prolile are 
very good. He has a large head and wears a 
74 hat. 

OAK VIEW. 

During the heated term the president and 
Mrs. Cleveland are living at Oak View, his 
country seat. Th.s very pleasant piace com- 
prises twenty-six acres of land about three and 
a half miles northwesterlyfrom the city. On 
the land on one side there is a very beautiful 
oak grove, while off in a southeasterly . direc- 
tion there is a superb view ofa portion of the 
city, of the capitol, the imouument, and the 
Potomac gieaming in the distance. And that 
gives the name to the place—the ‘‘Oaks’’ and 
the “View.” 


A rap'd drive in company with Colonel La- 
mont soon carried me tothis delightful spot, 
to pay my respects to Mrs. Cleveland. The 
cottage is cf stone, is tastefully built, and 
spacious enough fer comfort and 
the entertainment of friends. It 
is intendedas the home of Mrs. Folsom, 
Mra. Cleveland’s mother. One of the 
reasons why the president bought this property 
was because of the inadequacy of the execu- 
tive mansion fer all the purposes of public 
offices and private residence. There is little 
or no privacy about it. The people seem to 
think they have aright to wander everywhere 
about the building. For anumber of years it 
bas been seriously proposed by leading mem- 
bers of congress to erect a duplicate cof the 
present building onthe groundto the south of 
it fora presidental residence, giving up this 
mansion entirely to public offices and public 
levees and rece; tions. 


President Cleveland thought, however, that 


at the present time it would savor too much 
of extravagance to undertake such a building. 
Se he quietly looked around, boucht a resi- 
dence for himself, and s.nce then there has 
been no more talk of a new presidential resi- 
dence. Nevertheless thore will be a necessity 
for one sometime. 
MRS. CLEVELAND 

The present mistress of the white house has 
ail beautiful 
women, ne description does her*fuil justice. 
Nor do ber photographs. She has all the 
charming innocence of manner and frankness 
of disposition, which we ere told was the chief 
characteristic of the most celebrated of her 
predecessors, Mrs. Madison, and which made 
her so popular.

After some half hour of very pleasant talk, 
concerning the white house, Oak View. and 
sone of the more striking features of Wash- 
ington, the visitors took their leave, as Mrs. 
Cieveland was secon to drive in to the execu- 
tive mansion to bring the president home to 
dinner. One single characteristic shows Mrs. 
Cleveland's independence. At no party or din- 
ner, or under any circumstances dces she drink 
wine. Her wine glasses are always turned 
down at the feasts. 

COLONEL LAMONT. 

The president’s official household consists of 
the private secretaries, the steward and <6 :¢r 
employes in the executive establishment. Of 
the persons who are in this yay near to the 
president the private secretafy, Colone! Daniel 
S. Lament, represents his officiel persenality. 
He stands between him and the world without. 
The relations of the president and his :e:retary 
are necessarily confidential, but the -relations 
between Mr. Cleveland and Colonel Lamont 
are founded upon the warmest personal friend- 
ship and respect. 

THE COLONEL’S PUBLIC LIFE. 

Although but 37 yearsof agehe has hada 
large experience in public life and affairs under 
the very best of auspices. His features are 
pleasant, his eyes gray and keen, his mouth, 
not entirely concealed by a heavy auburn mus- 
tuche, showing firmness and determination. 
Whether he can rival the great German field 
marshal in the number of languagesin which 
he can keep silent I, cannot say, but it is quite 
certain he knows how, when necessary, to 
keep silent in his own. 

Colonel Lamont is as untiring a worker as 
the president, and he seldom leaves his desk 
before midnight. 

Thereis an impression abroad that there is a 
wine cellar in the white house kept up by the 
government. This is a very grave error. The 
government furnishes neither eatables nor 
drinkables to its public servants. The presi- 
dent pays all the expenses of his household and 
personal service, while the government keeps 
up the executive offices and furnishes lights 
and heats the building, as it dees all public 
buildings. The conservatory belopgs to the 
government and is in charge of a publ c officer. 
It has been attachea tothe white house fora 
great inany years. President Cleveland has 
the flowers sent to the city hospitals and other 
places where they are acceptable. 

Three regular state dinners are given annu- 
ally—one to the cabinet, one to the diplomatic 
corps, and one te ti;e supreme court. At cach 
of these other prominent persons, senators and 
represe:itatives, are invited. Im addition to 
these the. president frequently entertains 
smaller. parties, and Mrs, 
lunelheons to various friends and to the ladies 
of publie and ofticial persons. -She also has 
during the season fortnightly receptions, and 
there are three or fonr public receptions given 
by the president during the winter. 

Sach is some acceunt of the white house and 
its present occupants. Its past history is also 
crowded with interest. ”

Next to the lullaby of the cradle the 
buzz of the spinning whecl was the 
first music which grected the ears of 
the southern country boy. He belonged to his 
old black ‘‘maminy.”’ That’s the way to spell 
it. She called him her ‘“‘chile.”” She had un- 
disputed right of ownership in him. You may 
be sure he never questioned it. He felt it and 
enjoyed it. Human nature likes petting, and 
the southern boys always got it from the negro 
women about the'house. Mother and father 
might whip him, but mammy never did. The 
whipping hurt her whenever her 
“ehale’’ got it. Away he would 
run as soon as mother released him from under 
the switch behind the smokehouse or in the 
closet to the old black armsinthe kitchen or 
the cabin. 

“Yes, dey did whip my baby, but dey shan’t 
whip iim any more. Bless his little heart, 
nrammy will see-’em ‘bout dat. Hesh up, 
honey!” And sticking something good to eat 
in his mouth (everything was good in mammy’s 
house) she would turn away to her work at the 
spinning wheel. 

There on a beneh or chair lay tse snow 
white rolls of downy earded cotton. 
Fastening one end of the roll to the spindle, 
and holding the other end softly in the left 
hand, she would reach back with her right 
hand to the wheel, and the old machine with 
its plaintive hum would whirl off the beanti- 
ful thread for the loom, tlie knitting or sewing 
needles. 

There were always old, feeble or specially 
faithfal negro. women who were excmpt from 
tield work, but whe jooked after the children, 
the milking and churning, the poultry, the 
loom and the spining wheel. 


During the confederate war all the clothes | 


for white aad black had to be manufactured 
at home. The soldiers, too, had to be supplied. 
The loom got to be a big thing, French broad- 
eloth never decked a southern man as did the 
homespun coat of 1863, Southern women will 
never again lodk more beautiful than they did 
in the homemade cotton dress, and under the 
eorn shuck bat of those days.

Under the sturdy blows of the old man’s 
aX (a negro is always young at the foot of a 
tree when a coon is in the top), down came the 
tree and out came the coon from he brushy 
top.

Unraveling the 
tow of this rope, the negroes skillfully twisted 
it into graceful lashes, which, with a short 
handle and a twine ‘‘cracker,’’ would make 
any mule move that had any: motion 
in him.. Cracking the ginhouse whip was 
the first accomplishment of the southern 
boy. And there he acquired his next one. 
The gin house was always at a little distance 
from the barn. In taking the mules back and 
forth was our first opportunity to learn to ride. 
riders. ‘The 
o}d gin house tells the tale. Their tirst horses 
were mules and they rode bare back. The 
muie has a peculiar back. Nextto a wet log 
it is the easiest thing to slip from in the world. 
A yankee can ride a horse, but it takes a south- 
erner to ride a mule. 

And there stood the old screw pump for bal- 
ing the cotton. There was something grand 
in the sweep of its great levers high up in the 
air as they swung round crushing the 
cotion in the box. Then, when the 
best mule, with the best negro on his back, 
“pulled down the screw,’’ there was ‘music in 
its roar’’ that could be heard for miles around. 
This looked like business. It wasa big thing 
to gin and pack the cotton crop of those days, 
and we boys thought wedid all. We got 
lots of fun out of it anyhow, and we never saw 
a boy who didn’t want to go tothe gin house. 

But-now how changed! Free negro jabor 
won’t or can’t be careiul with the gin. He 
thinks matches in the patch are a body of free- 
dom. The mules don’t belong to the negroes 
as they and their owners once did. Puliinga 
gin lever before heartless little free negro 
drivers is the hardest work our mules ever 
did. Machinery is coming in to take the 
negro’s place and steam has driven the mules 
outof the gining business. What small things 
these pittiful Buckwalier churn engines and 
Schofield presses appear, when we remember 
the old days when cotton was king; when the 
white man was happy atid the negro happier. 
One by one the old negro quurters disappear 
and we hear no more their merry laughter or 
plaintive songs. The negro will never again 
sing as he used to sing when he kad no care. 
One by ove the old ginhouses are 
disappearing from the hills of the the south. 
The oid landmarks are nearly ell gone. The 
gin-wheels, the pride and delighs of the south- 
ern bo¢, willseon all be motionless forever; 
and as we see many of them now moulding in 
the rubbish, they remind us so forcibly of the 
biasted hopes of the southern youth of thirty 
years ago. 

Another grand thing on the farm was the 
big six-mule wagon. It took skill and practice 
to manage six mules or horses with one line 
anda Whip. <A free negro doesn’t stay in one 
place long enough to learn how to drive one. 
Two mules are as many ab @ negro, with the 
inodern attachments, can manage. A multi- 
tude of little one-horse or two- 
horse Wagons, have crowded out 
the old plantation wazon with ils 
creat load of corn or eight dr ten bales of cot- 
ton. Noecommen interest onthe plantation 
nowand no big wagonto haulforall. The 
negroes have drawn away from the white 
man, and drawn away fromeach other. The 
white man, crushed by the warand robbed 
after the war, had tosell the big wagon and 
look out for himself ina little one. Every 
man paddles his own canoenow. “Every man 
for himself, and devil take the hindmoeost,’’ is 
the yankee spirit of the times. The south is 
catchingit. Slavery is gone. Thank God for 
that! Weare ail free now. Emancipation 
set the white folks free from a tremendous 
responsibility. It was a jigger day 
for us than for the negroes. We 
can see our way. What will become 
of the free negro on this white continent the 
Lord only knows. The generation of southern 
nen now passing away is the last generation 
that knows the negro as he is, and pities him 
as he deserves. It is the last generation that 
rode with the negroes in the big six-horse 
wagon on the farm.

4 MAN WITH A RECORD OF FOUR 
MURDERS. 
Hanson Willis, an Outlaw of the Chico ‘Val- 
ley, Arrested and Sent to the Colambus 
Penitentiary, 


Pomerroy, O., September 25.—This morning 
@ small-sized, light-weight man, attired in a 
weather-worn suit of butternut and jeans, and 
with a wondering and unsafe look in his eye, 
was taken from jail in the eustody of two dep- 
uty sheriffs and placed on board a train en 
route for the Colambus penitentiary to begin a 
tweuty-year sentence. The prisoner was Han- 
s0n Willis, against whom there stands the 
bloody record of four murders, with the fur- 
ther aHegation that he shot and seriously 
wounded afifth man. 
has seldom been paralleled outside of the wild 
west. beyond the Mississippi, and seems 
impossible in the midst of the high civiliza- 
tion and dense population of the middie Ohio 
valiey. 

Hanson Willis, whose luck in escaping the 
gallows as a punishment for one of his crimes, 
can only be attributed to the inclination of the 
authorities of this county to escape the finan- 
cial burden which a prolonged trial would 
place upon them, by accepting his profered 
plea of murderin the second degree, has for 
years been looked upon as one of the eecentric 
characters common to every community, but 
until April of this year he was never regarded 
as @ criminal. Ever since 1882 he has made 
his habitation ina flatboat, where he and his 
wife and the latter’s father, George W. Carter, 
maintained a precarious existence doing odd 
jobs for river men or farmers along the banks 
of the Ohio, Some times the boat was tied to 
tie West Virginia shore, and again to the 
Ohio side, its location varying fifty miles up 
and down the stream. Little was known of 
Willis’s antecedents by the people along the 
valley, except that he had come among them 
from some point down stream. On this sub- 
ject Willis always displayed a disinclination to 
speak, and as he was the possessor of a vicious 
temper, no one cared to question him too 
closely to satisfy mere curiosity. 

Soon after the election of President Cleve- 
land in 1844, Willis, who up tothat time had 
excited no particular attention, suddenly ap- 
peared on the outside of his house boat with a 
large can of fiery red paint, which he proceed- 
ed to distribute evenly over the outside of his

Seeing 
he had been recognized, Willis told the farmer 
that he would never be taken alive, and that 
he would promptly kill any one attempting to 
molest him. Several times during the ensuing 
week he was seen along the river, but no at- 
tempt was made to arrest him. 

On the morning of April 3, Willis boarded 
the little steamer Ben Hur, plying between 
Portsmouth and Wheeling, and paying his 
passage to Wheeling. He was almost in- 
stantly (recognized, but no one on the boat 
cared to run the danger by pretending to 
know him, and nothing occurred until Willis 
found that the boatran up stream only as far 
as Wheeling. He said he wanted to go to 
Pittsburg, and during the  evenin 
hailed a passing Pittsburg towboat an 
asked to be taken on board, but the officers 
of the boat refused to carry him. The Ben 
Hur arrived at the Wheeling wharf about 5 
o’clock on the morning of April 5, and as Wil- 
lis was lying asleep on a pile of freight his 
Winchester was taken from him and secreted 
by some of the deck hands, while othets went 
in search of the police.

For- 
tunately such cases are rato and 
whether saint or sinner & man 
usually sinks, as it were, into slamber, a sort 
oladreamy unrest, and s0 passes away into 
death, confirming, almost, the ancient doc- 
trine that death and sleep are twins. 

“There is a stranze thing about death. A 
child has the most intense horror of death, 
and looks upon itasthe most supreme catas- 
trophe, but asa man passes the meridian of 
life and his friends , off one by one, and 
he finds himself with the minority instead of 
the majoritysof his generation, and when 
cares and disappointments are multiplied, 
death has little terror for him. 
seems to be a relief. The natural death from 
old age—the one we rarely see in nature—where 
the wheeis of iife cease to révolve, the heart 
ceases to beat, and the body, from sheer lack 
of vital power, without any known disease, 
wears out, death is painless. 

“The mental condition of a man approach- 
ing death is frequently a strange thing. 
celebrated jurist, eminent in church and state, 
died about a year ago under my observation. 
During the earlier period of his delirium he 
would exhort, pray and deliver opinions 
from the bench, but as the disease penetrated 
the more remote recesses of the brain he 
seemed to lose the impressions of recent events 
and pass backward over his career as a young 
attorney pleading at the bar. Just before his 
death he seemed to be, as it were, in his youth 
again, and his soul had already rejuvenated 
liself before lis final exit. 

“Another curions thing connected with dis- 

ease is that persons who die from diseases 
above the diaphram are composed and of cheer- 
ful mind, aad usually die quietly, but persons 
with diseases of the liver, kidneys or affections 
of that sort are apt to be morose and don’t take 
as cheerful a view of things as those who have 
diseases above the diaphram. 

“T have seen a few deaths of believers that 
were magnificent illustrations of triumphant 
death. They would express their feelings in 
beautiful language and even after the lips re- 
fused to move the eye continued to speak. 
But this is rare even with men who have led 
the most exemplary lives, and usually death 
comes to believer and unbeliever as a sleep. 
It is as Dr. Livingston, the African explorer 
described his feelings when he was seized by a 
lion. After the lion was on him, he seemed 
to have no sense of pain or fear, though ho 
could feel the lion’s teeth crushing throagh 
his bones. His nervous system seemed par- 
alyzed,”’ 

Dr. F. H. Orme: “Is death painless? 
Certainly—as sleep is painless. leath is 
the extinction of sensibility, a release from 
pain. The experience of persons approaching 
death is a different thing, and differs with the 
disease, the age and other circumstances. The 
road to death is often rough and hard, but its 
asperities are generally softened in proportion 
as the end is near, and obtanded or paralysed 
sensibilities are the result. It is in the early 
stage of fatal sickness that- suffering and ap- 

rehension are the greatest—relaxation and 
indifference usually following toward the 
close. Theideacla ‘death struggle’ is a fic- 
tion, and the ‘death rattle’ is due to paralysis. 
The contortions of the face or the frame some- 
times observed shortly before death, and even 
after, are chietiy automatic or involuntary 
motions that are unattended by the sensation 
of pain or even consciousness, although per- 
sons May suffer closely up to the point of 
death, and suddenly collapse.”’ 

“What difference have you observed between 
the death-bed scenes of Christians and those 
of unbelievers ?”’ 

“Nothing important enough to found a 
theory upon orto support one. Christians of 
all denominations sometime die peacefully, 
sometime in terror—that is, they approach 
death in this way. It is the same with other 
religionists, or with those of no religion. ‘The 
nature of the diséase*has probably more to do 
with this than the belief entertained. One 
thing | may mention in this connection as hay- 
ing emphasized itself in my experience, which 
is, that the most thoroughly prepared and com- 
posed perenne in the anticipation of death, 
have been, upon the whole, Catholics who 
have had the ofiices of their priest in expecta- 
tion of the event, Were I asked to offera 
suggestion as to preparation of death, I could 
not do better then commend the counsel con- 
tained in the closing lines of Bryant’s Thana- 
atopsis.’’

That the ‘‘tie’’ of marriage is a failure 
every truly observant philosopher or natural- 
ist must admit: one can see that everywhere, 
if he has eyes to see and brains to study as also 
the desire to state the truth. In fact the mar- 
riage “‘tie’’ is not a natural institution at all, 
but one imposed by “‘society.”” Like all vio- 
lations of Nature’s laws, they have the tenden- 
cy to beget revolt againstthem. In this way, 
after human passion, love, admiration or what 
you will has been thoroughly assuaged or sat- 
isfied toward one individual, it is hightly im- 
prudent to still chain us to the manger out of 
which we had our fill so plentifully and which 
on that very account sel on that alone has 
become distateful to us, at least for a time.

Beaconsfield and His Wife. 

Lord Beaconsfield fonce assured his. sister 
Sarah that he would never marry for love, be- 
cause all the men who did so either beat their 
Wives or ran away from them. Beneath the 
ap yarent cynicism there lurked real philoso- 
phy. A few years-aiter this utterance he mar- 
ried Mrs. Wyndham Lewis, the widow of a 
former colleague of his in the representation 
of Maidstone. Mrs. Lewis was a rich woman, 
fifteen years older than Mr, Disraeli, but ‘‘a 
perfect wife,’’ as he himself. described her, 
“ever ready to console him under disappoint- 
ment, enliven him in his darkest hours and 
rekindle his hopes when they seemed reduced 
to ashes.’”’ Those who were admitted to the 
intimacy of Mr. and Mrs. Disracli. use 
to say that he was fond of telling her in joke 
that he had married her for money, to which 
she would invariably reply, ‘Ah! but if you 
nad to do it again you would do it for love,’’ 
and to this he always smilingly assented. 
That is my point, Mr. Editer. Love had 
ripened into affection. Disraeli never hesi- 
tated to acknowledge how much he owed to 
his wife. Speaking at Edinburgh, in 1867, 
looking toward the gallery where slio sat, he 
saidin a tone that was not only earnest 
but almost solemn, and which produced 
a deep impression on all present, ‘‘I owe 
to that lady all, I think, that I 
have ever accomplished, because she has sup- 
ported me by hercounsel and consoled me by 
the sweetness of her mind and disposition.” 
When his wife died he said to his friends ‘“‘he 
felt he had no longer a home;’’ and Mr. Glad- 
stone, speaking in the house after his great 
rival’s death, commemorated his domestic vir- 
tues as a lessen to the nation, and hinted feel- 
ingly at the fact that he had chosen to be 
buried by his wife’s side at Hughenden rather 
than with the great dead in Westminster 
abbey. 

There are some of us who read this corre- 
spondence who, like Beaconsfield and Mill, 
feel that for us what remains of life has been 
robbed of all thatmade life worth living, and 
yet we are sensible that it was marriage gave 
us that blessedness which the world can now 
never replace, and that 


’Tis better to have loved and lost 
Than neyer to have loved at all. 


It is affection that redeems and ennobles, 
and without it marriage is, and I think do- 
serves to be, a failure; for then itis a mere 
a of selfishness.

AND YELLOW FEVER RULES THE CITY- 


The Incidents of the Day in Jacksonville— 
King Hall's Request for Cologne—The 
Death Lite. 

JACKSONVILLE, Fla., September 29.—| Spe- 
cial.|—Affairs at Fernandina are the subject 
of much inquiry and comment today. The 
telegraph operator there was taken sick on 
Thursday, and Superintendent Dillon, who 
has charge of all the Florida offices, offered to 
send one of the Jacksonville operators from 
Jacksonville, even though the force here was 
entirely inadequate to the demands of busi- 
ness. The Fernandina people refused to per- 


mit an operator from Jacksonylle¢ to enter the’ 


city, consequently all telegraphic communica- 
tion is cut off. The only means of 


getting information out is by sending a. 


locometive from there to Baldwin and 
thence by wire to this city. M. V. Raley, 
master of transportation of the Florida Railway 
and Navigation company, this morning wired 
Dr. Mitchell from Baldwin that the Fernandina 
people had asked him to have nurses and phy- 
sicians sent from Jacksonville. Raley offered 
to put a train at Dr. Mitchell’s disposal for 
this purpose. Dr. Mitchell has no authority 
to furnish nurses wpon @ general unofficial re- 
quest like this. If the Fernandina board of 
health will make a formal request for physi- 
cians and nurses they will be furnished 
from thc medical bureau here at the 
governmoent’s expense, as per request of Gov- 
ernor Perry and subsequent order of Surgeon- 
General Hamilton. Dr. Mitchel) so informed 
Mr. Raley. If Fernandina would quit her 
foolishness, and permit her telegraph oflice to 
be opened, she might be in a position to secure 
aid when she needs it herself, and raising sus- 
picions in the public mind that the state of 
affairs there is much worse than represented. 
It is even intimated that her board of health 
will not have an operator~ in th 
telegraph office whom they cannot “handle ;”’ 
that they want matters of news filtered through 
their fingers, and given the proper of_licial 
touch, asin the matter of declaring the city 
free of yellow fever when people were dying of 
it almost daily. Later developments may 
cause them to open their eyes. 

THE SITUATION TODAY 
presents no new features. The condition of 
Colonel Daniels continues precarious, with no 
perceptible changes for the worse. His illness 
has cast despondency and gloom over his asso- 
ciates in the auxillary bureau. Ilis recovery 
can be butslow at the best, and everybody 
prays that he may be spared.

Marion Canningham Cut to Death by Wm. 
Merriwether—A Game of Cards Reeults 
tn a Deliberate Murder. 


The criminal history of Atlanta is again 
written in bleod, and a chapter which was 
added last night is one of the bloodiest and 
darkest in the book. 

It is the story of a deliberate murder. 

Marion Cunningham and William Merrt- 
wether, two negro men, are the leading actors 
in the tragedy which resulted in the death of 
the former and the jailing of the latter. 

Between seven and eight o’clock last night, 
Jack Ryan's billiard saicon, on Ivy street, 
was crowded with negroes. The billiard and 
pool tables were all in use, while the walls 
were lined with men and boys watching the 
game. Among others who wero in the room 
were Cunningham and Merriwether. These 
two had been playing cards—a game of five up 
—in which Cunningham lost money. After 
the game was over the two men were standing 
near the counter, behind which Jim Bailing, a 
clerk, was sitting. They were engaged in an 
earnest conversation, but no one paid any at- 
tention to them until Merriwether, in a loud 
and angry tone, asked: 

“‘And ain’t you going to pay me the moncy 

Ashe spoke he jammed his hands doep 
down into his breeches pockets. 

‘‘No, I haven't the money,” answered Cun- 
ninghaim. 

‘‘Then I say you are a d—d scoundrel,”’ said 
Merriwether so loud that every body in the 
ha!l heard him. 

Cunningham made no reply to the remerk 
but turned his head as though intending to 
walk away.. Justashe did so Merriwether 
jerked his right hand from his pocket and 
raising it high above his . head 
struck Cunningham. The blow was a hard 
one, but no one who saw ithad any idea that 
it was a death dealing one, aud no attempt 
was made tostop the assailant as he darted 
through the crowd toward the door. Lefore 
he had reached the door, however,those stand- 
ing nearest Cunningham heard him remark: 

‘My God! he has killed me.” 

Then with the remark still upon his lips he 
made for the. door too, and as he ran a large 
streani of blood could be seen pouring from his 
neck and flowing down hisside. The crowd 
gave away, but asthe two men struck the 
sidewalk, the one only afew feet behind the 
other, several negroes joined in the 
race. Once upon the sidewalk 
a dozen voices called “out: 

‘Catch him. He has killed Marion.’’- 

-atrolman Hudson and Skelton were on the 
corner of Decaturand Ivy only a few feet 
away and seeing the throng pouring out of 
Revan’s place made for it. Asthey drew 
near some one remarked: 

‘‘That negro in front has cut Marion Cun- 
ningham to death.” 7 

The two negroes were just then turning 
from Ivy into Line street 
and the officers started after 
them, accompanied by a half dozen or more 
1egroes. OnlIvy street, near the street car 
stables; the officers. came upon a negro man 
lying upon the sidewalk. He was breathing 
heavily and was actually weltering in a pool of 

lood. It took them only a second to ascertain 
that it was Cunningham, the negro who had 
been cut. The patrolmen stooped beside him 
and began to ask questions, but be was beyond 
power of speech. | 

W hile the officers were bending over him, 
three negroes, Jack Richardson, Pete Carter 
and Walter Berry, passed them and entered 
the alley beside the stable. They were in pur- 
suit of Merriwether, andina minute one of 
them called out: 

‘Flere he is!”’ 

Patrolman Hudson left his associate with 
the wounded negro and moving tiurriedly into 
the alley found the three negroes standing 
around a wagon. Under the wagon Merri- 
wether had“attempted to hide and would not 
come out. The officer ordered him out, bu 
the negro refused to obey. Then Richardson 
crawled under and gathering Merriwether 
by the arm, jattempted to pull him out. 
Merriwether had no idea of submitting quiet- 
ly, anda fight between the two negroes was 
in progress under the wagon when Coates and 
Berry went to Richardson’s assistance. Mer- 
riwether was no equal for the three negroes, 
and was soon in the custody of the officer, 

Patrolman Skelton observed that the wounded 
negro was bleeding to death, and aided by sey- 
eral negrees Who came up, placed him on a 
wagon, intending to take him to the Ivy street 
hospital, at the same time sending a messenger 
for a physician. Just ashe started off with 
the wounded man on the wagon, Patrolman 
Hudson returned with his prisoner, walking 
right into the midst of the crowd. The 
negroes realized that Cunningham’s condition 
was extremely critical and were very mad. 
The sight of Meriwether increased their anger 
and cries of ‘‘liang him! Killhim! Shoot 
him!’ were numergus, and at one time it 
looked as though they would carry their 
threats into execution. Some of the negroes, 
however, came te the ofliccrs’ aid and kept the 
negroes off until Meriwether could be started 
for the city prison, whore he was locked up. 

With the wounded negro on the wagon Pa- 
trobnan Skelton started to pull it to the hos- 
pital, but on the way he was met by Dr. Alley. 
The doctor climbed into the wagon to examine 
he wound, but while ha was doing so Cun- 
ninghani died. The news of his death spread 
rapidly, and in a few minutes the street was 
thronged with negroes. They were mad tao 
and freely indulged in threats against the pris- 


or 


oner. 

Tle death of the negro was reported at po- 
lice headquarters, and Captain Couch, who 
was in charge, instructed Patrolman Skelton 
to carry the body to Howard's undertaking 
rooms. Several negroes pulled the wagon 
through the street while more than a hundred 
followed. As the wagen passed the city prison,

The threats were heard and Captain Couch 
fearing thatan attempt might possibly be made 
decided to remove the negro to the county jail, 
The patrol was brought out and Merriwether 
placed init. The drive was a rapid one and 
in less than an hour after driving the knife 
into his victim’s neck, Merriwether was in jail 
charged with murder, 

Scon after the Body reached Howard's 
Judge Manning organized a jury of inquest 
and begay hearing the evidence. Only three 
witnesses were introduced. They all told the 
saine story—the one here presented —and a ver- 
dict of death at the hands of Meniwether was 
rendered. An examination showed that the 
nife had penetrated the neck just above the 
breast and that the jugular vein had been 
served. 

When Merriwether reached the city prison 
he was searched, and the knife, a large Buck- 
horn handic one, was found in his pocket. 
The blade was covered with blood yet. When 
asked why he cut Cunningham, he said: 

*‘He tried to draw a pistol on me, and I cut 
him.”’ 

No pistol was found on the dead man. 

After Cunningham died and when Merri- 
wether was being taken to jail, he said: 

“They can do as they please with me. I 
don’t care if they do hang mo, I was.protect- 
ing my own life.’’ 

“But there is a chang that you will be 
mobbed.”’ 

“I don’t wantto be mobbed, If I must 
hang 1 want it done by law.”

RAILROAD REPRESENTATIVES DIS- 
CUSS THE QUESTION. 


Plans Examined and Cost Discusscod—Letters 
‘From Prominent Railrcad Men—How the 
Matter Stands, Etc. 


At the request of the representatives of the 
interested railroads, Chairman Haas, of the special 
council committee, called a meeting at 1 o’ ‘clock 
yesterday atid the bridging of the railroad crossinys 
on Atlanta's principal rests was once more dis- 
cussed, 

Represéating the rattronts were Major M.°S, Bel- 
knap, of the Central; E.tBerkely, of the Richmond 
and Danville; R. A. Anderson, of the Western and 
Atlantic; Major J. W. Greene, of the Georgia; Cecil 
Gabbett, ofthe Atlanta and West Point. Mr. Y. 
Kriegs*@er, assistant engineer of the Central sys- 
tem, was also present and explained in detail the 
pian which he had prepared for the building of 
bridges across the fgjiroad erossings on Atlante’s 
principal streets. 

Messrs, Haas, Woodward and Amorons, who have 
had this matter in charge since the ordirfance intro- 
duced by Counciman Woodward stirredup the rail- 
roads and the people, were present. 

The session was not a long one, and as every phase 
of this important matter had been thorqughly dis- 
cussed at former meetings, there was little left to be 
said, 

THE COST DISCUSSED, 

The plans were examined and the probable cost 
of building the bridges was dis¢ussed, together with 
the pro and con of that interesting question as to 
whether the property owners would consider them- 
solves dameged by the building of the 
bridzes, There was a diversity of 
opinion on this question, but the 
representatives of the railroads were very positive

The Coming City Election. 

If the people of Atlanta were told that 
by their votes they could settle the result of 
the presidential election, unexampled en- 
thusiasm would seize them. And yet they 
are about to approach listlessly an election 
of more importance to them than any presi- 
dential clection can be, and the settlement 
of which is entirely.in their hands. 

The governing of this city is a business. 
Its management diffets in’ nothing from the 
management of a private estate, except in 
its vastness. There is money to coflléct, 
money to disburse, men to employ, salaries 
to pay, contracts to make, accounts 
to keep, interests to pay, a debt 
to fund—all the details with 
which private estates are concerned. There- 

‘fore in voting for your officers, vote precisely 
as you would vote if you were selecting men 
tomanage your own business instead of 
that of the city. . 

Let us put the case in a nutshell: Here 
is $30,000,000 worth of property to be ad- 
ministered. An income of nearly $1,000,- 
000 to be collected and disbursed. <A debt 
of $500,000 to be paid or refunded. A small 
army of men to be employed and supervised. 
Various important enterprises, such as 
building a market and union depot, are to 
be considered and put under way. . Every 
citizen is vitally interested in the proper 
disposing of these duties. A number of 
men offer their services, The people are to 
choose between them. The safe rule is to 
vote for those men, regardless of other con- 
siderations, whom you would select if the 
city business was your own business and 
you were choosing men to take charge of it. 

All will admit that this argument goes 
home to the tax-payer, for it is, in fact, his 
property that is being administered. Lut 
it goes very far beyond him. It goes home 
to every citizen of Atlanta, whether he pays 
taxes or not. It is a great mistake, though 
a general one, to suppose that none but 
property-owners have essential interest in 
the selection of good officers for a city, The 
fact is: the men whe own no property and 
pay no taxes, are more deeply interested in 
honest and economical government than 
those of their neighbors ‘who are better off. 
It is the city’s duty to furnish to all of her 
citizens schools, streets, lights, police pro- 
tection, parks, sanitation. The man of 
property can send his children to private 
schools, provide his own guards for his 
property, ride in cars or carriages, and thus 
be independent of streets. le can take 
care of his health, and can ride to the woods 
or go to summer resorts to give to his children 
health and fresh air. The man without 
property can donone of these. He must 
take what the city provides for him, and 
suffer where this provision is inadequate or 
ineflicient. Heis, therefore, more interested 
than any other in selecting the best officers, 
for they guarantee to him and to his chil- 
dren good schools, convenient parks, clean 
streets, abundant light, ample police, sew- 
ers, hygienic equipment,everything on which 
the health and comfort and happiness of 
himself and his family depends—and he is 
forced to rely almost entirely on the city for 


residence, and we very reasonably look for 
phenomenal growth. Wecan hasten this 
and increase it, if we merit it. in proper 
spirit. We shall obstruct and decrease it 
if we failto rise to our full duty. To come 
back to the text, we cannot do better than 
to apply this test—all of us, tax-payers and 
non-tax-payers—to all candid&tes: 2 ‘In 
voting I shall vote for those candidates to 
administer the affairs of the city that I 
should<elect to manage my own affairs if I 
were called on to make such a choice!’’ 

We cannot go very far wrong if we all 
vote on that principle! 


A Belt Line for Atlanta. 

The men who belt this city about with a 
railroad with a spur reaching toits center, 
will build for themselves at once a monu- 
ment and fortunes. 

The need of such a line is}manifest, and 
its profits hardly less plain. In all growing 
cities transportation stocks are the best in- 
vestments. Street cars are good; dummy 
or electric lines are better, and belt lines 
are best. The line that runs about Chatta- 
nooga requires, as is described elsewhere, 
128 trains a day. One about Atlanta would 
require even more. With the suburban 
towns andsettlements with which Fulton 
county is dotted, and the growing tendency 
of manufacturers to seek out of town sites, 
the belt line would soon have a local busi- 
ness that would make it profitable. Add to 
this the enormous through freight traffic 
that sooner or later must be shut out of At- 
lanta, and the thought of a double track 
will come into mind. 

What a factor it would bein building up 
this city can hardly be measured. What 
the dummy lines have done for Birming- 
ham; what the elevated lines have done for 
New York; what the belt line has done for 
Chattanooga—these will furnish hints of 
whataline around Atlanta would do for 
this city and county. |

CARVERS OF CHERRY STONES. 


William D. Howells as An Author—His Lit- 
erary Efforts Reviewed. 

Mr. William D. Howells isone of the bost 
kriown of céntemtporary literary workers. He 
has covered, in his brief day and time, a very 
wide field. He bas written poetry, some oi it 
‘Ti ed} itorials 
for the newspapers and essays for magazines; 
he has written books of travel; he has been an 
esteemed member of the Contributors’ club; 
he -has elevated the modern newspaper 
style—the light and eynical touch—to such an 
extent that publisiers are content to put it in 
books; and he has written at least one story— 
“The Undiscovered Country’;-that com- 
mends itself to the thoughtful  oiind. Th 
truth is, Mr. Howells is a good all-around 
writer, who has made hard work and an un- 
easy mind accomplish a great many things 
that have heretofore been attributed to the 
consuming fires of genius. 

lie has written sites that are not only pop- 

aler, but interesting—not as popular or as in- 
teresting as E. P. Roe’s aud Sylvanus Cobb’s 
works, but appealing, nevertheless, to the 
taste and tem 
take a casnal or a suporfici 
human nature. Thetrouble with Mr. 
however, is that he has a fad, and a very dis- 
avreeablie one. He hes constituted himself 
the apostie of Naturalism—although he is 
pleased to term it Realism and he goes to 
great lengths to prore that he is its prophet. 

Weall remember his contemptuous refer- 
énce to the artof Thackeray and Dickens, and 
the wholesome scoring he received from tie 
hands of those competent to deal with such 
matters. So faras we know, Mr. Howells has 
never had the nerve to defend himself from 
the attacks made on him by the British and 
American critics, but, by indirection, he has 

ontinued to preach his doctrine to the effect 
that modern fiction isthe flower of the art. 

Indeed,in the current issue of Harper's 
Magazine, Mr. Howells grows somewhat des- 
perato, pitching his language in a key that 
inust be astonishing, to say the least, to the 
cold-natured critics who- are in the habit of 
He is considering 
some recent effusions from the pen of Mr. 
Henry James, and he gives tongue to his feel- 
ings in a style that is something more than en- 
thusiastic. 

“Among these’’—(the writers of fictign)—he 
says, ‘it seems to usthat the touch of Mr. 
iienry James is of snch excelle aturity in 
the short stories Which he ia bensty inted 
that it would be fatile to disput? bi rimacy 
in most literary réspects. Wo tmaan his pri- 
macy notonly among fabling Americans, but 
among all who are presently writing fiction.”’ 
This is a specimen of Jim James that ought to 
be satisfactory to the James school in this 
country. ‘‘All who are presently writing fic- 
tion.” This is a phrase Mr. James would 
have given his hair and his Prince of Wales’s 
beard to have invented, butif he uses it now 
he will have to borrow it from his pupil How- 
ells, 

Continuing, the American novelist and critic 
remarks: ‘“Itis with an art richly and nor- 
mally perfected from intentions evident in his 
earliest work that he now imparts to the 
reader his own fine sense of character and mo- 
tivo, a distinctness and definition really unap- 
proached.”’ Those who have read and ad- 
mired Mr. James will read these words with 
amazement. The audience to which that 
writer appeals is a small one—smallin its num- 
bers and infinitely small in 
its outlook, conecptions and concerns, It 
is an audience that cracks its filberts not be- 
cause it enjoys the kernel, but because it en- 
joys the small explosions it is cayable of mak- 
ing. | 

Mr. James has written one thing that is worth 
reading—"‘A Portrait of a. Lady” 
—but the chief distinction of the 
book is that there is no lady and 
no portrait of her. Nevertheless, it contains 
here and there some exceedingly humorous re- 

narks. One catches a glimpse now and then 
of human nature, and some brief and fluting 
suggestions of life; but Mr. James quickly sup- 
presses these manifestations, and in the end 
cne remembers nothing but a parcel of marion- 
ettes. To say that} the story is inconcln- 
sive, is only to say that it 
is inartistic’ and thi is the 
chief feature of Mr. James’s fictive efforts, 
Neither life nor human nature is inconclusive. 
There is a “round up,’ as the phrase goes, 
somewhere, and it is the mission of art to sup- 
ply it. The idealis moro real than natural, 
and if anything were needed to proye this one 
needs only to turn to the story of ‘Annie Kil- 
burn,’’ Which Mr. Howells has been Writing 
for Harper’ S Magazine. We are told that this 
affair is to énd in the next number, but why 
should it end there? Why should it not goon 

forever, just as life is supposed to goon? It 
there is an énd fo anything, there must be an 
ideal ond tosome things. Butthere can beno 
ideal end to anything that Mr. Howells or 

Mr. James writes. @life is life, and to 
themelife is adeadly affair. Annie Kilburn, a 
morbid creature, is surrounded by drunken 
friends, one-horse doctors, and narrow-minded 
preachers. The story means nothing and can 
mean nothing, Itis perhaps true to nature, 
but it is not true to lile—certainly it is not true 
to art, which aims to instruct and ennoble. 

Crude as itis, neither Mr. James nor Mr. 
Tiowelis has ever written anything that will 
compare with E. W. Howe’s “Story of a Coun- 
try Tewn.’’. In this the realism is perfection 
itself, and Mr. Howells, after Tur Consritv- 

rion had written a sympathetic review of it, 
was kind enough to commend it to the Osgoods 
for gebbliéation. Thus far “The Story of a 
Country Town’’ remains the masterpiece of 
American fiction. Why should this be so? 
Simply because simplicity and sincerity belong 
to all time, while culture.and literary art be- 
long to and fita period.

A RUNNING GOLD MINE. 


A Little Tas -~Mile Railroad That Has 
Trains a Day. 

CHATTAX Pers; Tenn., September 29.—[Sps- 
cial.]—*‘Come, stand with me here on Look- 
out mountain a moment!” : 

“Io! You sce Chattanooga stretched ont 
in the valley there below. Now follow the 
direction of my finger till it points to the cor- 
ner of Cherry and Market. Watch a moment! 
You see that engine with one car detach itself 
from the crowded corner and start rapidly 
down the street.

‘he engine is like a little toy as it threads 
its way, with tiny rings of smoke ascending 
through the city.

Gradually it leaves 
the crowded streets, and when it strikes 
“the open’ its course is eccentric, as 
that of a bird wantoning over a meadow. On 
it goes, dipping in and out, stopping here and 
there, but steadily making its way! 

“That engine and car means more to 
Chattanooga than anything seen or unseen in 
the panoranra stretched out before you, {t is 
tunning over Chattanooga's belt line.’”’ 

‘What is that?” 

“Tt is a road connecting the suburbs with the 
centre of thecity. It is thirty miles long and 
it runs 128 trains a day over its jine. Its course 
is eccentric, for it is built to catch all suburban 
travel and touch all important points. It is 
broad gange and large locomotives are used. 
This is done to shift freight without breaking 
bulk. The belt road touches all the lines that 
run into Chattancoga and connects them with 
each other. -It connects with the Lookout 
mountainroad. Wherever there is freight or 
travelit picks it up.”’ 

“Does it pay?” 

“Tt is the best paying property in Chatta- 
nooga, andit gets better every year, Small 
towns and settlements are building up along 
its line, factorics and shops are being placed 
there and the business grows daily. You see 
every foot of ita line is arailroad front— 
justtas good for manufacturing purposes 
as the highest priced land in 
the city. Hundreds of mechanics who want 
homes but who can’t buy high priced lots aro 
going out along the line buying an acre or s0 
and making a homeand parden. The belt 
line puts them within five or ten minutes 
of the center of the city.” 

“Tt has helped Chattanooga, then?”’ 

‘‘It has done more to build up the city than 
any one agency I knowof. Its capacity to 
build in the future is simply boundless. It 
offers quick trunsit, puro air, cheap sites for 
home and factories.” 

As we-turned down we @uld now distin- 
guish a half-dozen of these little bob-tail 
trains, skimming about over the belt line 
route, busy with passensers—running as regu. 
larly as street cars—aud apparently as well 
patronized. 

A Belt Road for Atlanta. 

More than any cityin America, Atlanta 
needs a belt road. 

Let it touch Edgewood, West. End, Grant’s 
park, the exposition grounds, with spurs to the 
Chattahoochee, Decatur and East Point. Give 
ita sweep of say thirty miles and it would be 
the best paying investment in Georgia. 

Not only would the right of way be given 
around the city, but enough land would be 
given to go very far towards paying for the 
construction. Every farm it run through 
would at once have railroad front and the 
farmer would give something to have his farm 
thus bisected. 

What sites it would furnish for suburban 
homes or settlements! Mechanics who cannot 
afford to buy in town and pay city taxes could 
buy acre lots along the belt Jine, have a gar 
den, poultry, cows and truck, and be within a 
few minutes of the city. Truck farmers soni 
put their vegetables or fruits on a car and 
have it in marketin half-an-hour. Factorics 
could be built and have every advantage of 
the city without its heavy cost and disadvant- 
ages, and cheap land for its operatives homes, 

It would do away almost entirely with the 
shiping of freight trains inside the city lmits, 
and to transfer the enormous freight that now 

ours through Atlanta would give the roads 

1eavy business. 

It is strange that Atlanta is not already in 
vested about with abelt line. There is no bet 
ter investment than a line which connects the 
suburbs of a city by rapid transit with tho 
centre. 133

A word or two to Georgia farmers, dairy- 
men, and truck men. 

Across Broad street bridge there isa row of 
produce and commission houses. The side- 
walks in front of them are packed constantly 
with bales of hay, tubs of butter, barrels of 
apples, potatces, onions, cabbages, buckets of 
reserves, jellies and pickles. A line of drays 
is employed day after day in hauling these 
goods one way or the other. 

This street is the great center from which 
stuff of this sort is shipped throughout the 
state. A CONSTITUTION reporter took a walk 
down the street the other morning. He struck 
Mickleberry & McClendon, ‘‘Where do you 
get your onions?’’ ‘From Ohio.’’ ‘‘Your pota- 
toes?” “From Virginia and Illinois.’’ ‘*Your 
apples?’’ ‘‘From the west.”’ ‘Your butter?’ 
“From Illinois.” 

Simons & Drummond said, alter Mr. 
Dramimond had looked olor the store care- 
fally: ‘‘I do not believe there is a thing in 
this store thatis made or grown in Georgia. 
We rely for every thing we buy on the outside 
markets. Our hams come from the north and 
west; in fact, we buy nothing in Georgia.”’ 

Shomo LBrotliers made the same statement 
in effect. This firm bringsin enormous cans 
of butter, almost in carioad lots, from the north 
and west, and sell it throughout the towns of 
Georgia. Mr. Shomosaid: ‘‘Thereis nolimit 
to the sale of good Georgia made butter. The 
few Jersey farms in the state supply butter to 
retail grocers, and get from thirty-five to fift 
cents # pound for it. Every grocer’ will tell 
you that he could sell double the quantity if 
he had it.’’ 

This story is repeated all along the block. 
Nothing raised in Georgia. Potatoes, onions, 
apples, poultry, eggs, butter—everything 
brought in from the outside, and yet there is 
no better country in the world for raising these 
thingsthan Georgia, Most of the stuff is 
raised on land in the north and west worth a 
hundred dollars an acre, and with short sum- 
mer seasons. In Georgia land averages ten dol- 
lars an acre, and it is summer eight months in 
the vear. 

Mr. Falvey makes a strong point on freights. 
He said: 

‘*All the stulf handled by produce and com- 
mission houses pays very heavy freight. It is 
safe to say that an average of thirty-three per 
cent allaround is added to the cost, to pay the 
freight. In many cases, the freight equals the 
origiual cost of the goods. This immense mar- 
gin would be saved if the goods were bought 
at home, and would Sive the Georgia grower 
almost twice as much as the western grower 
receives. In spite of this, they fill our market, 
and we raise nothing at home,” 

A PROJECT FOR A CANNING FACTORY. 

Mr. Stokes, who is agent for several canning 
factories, said: 

“I sell canned goods of all varieties to Atlan- 
ta dealers. The freightis about one hundred 
dollars a car, or say twenty cents a box. This 
of itself would make an excellent profit for 
I started to build a fac- 
tory a year ago, but we failed to raise sufficient 
capital.” 

**Are canning factories profitable as a rule.” 

“Very. The Moomaw brothers, of Virginia, 
have made an immense fortune, and they 
started in ane room, and hardly had a dollar 
capital. A canning factoryin Atlanta would 
have many advantages. The long seasons here 
account for everything, because the factory 
could keep employed so much longer. I sup- 

the Moomaws in Virginia have less than 
a bundred workiyg days. In Georgia we 
could have much more. We could begin 
with peasearlyinthe spring. and wind np 
with okra, corn and tomatoes late in the fall. 
We couki secure here at pominal cost every- 
thing needed in a cann ng factory. The far- 
mers are reac'y to raise such — truck 


as @ camming {factofy would need 


they knew it would be taken. I offered fifteen 
cents a bushel for tomatoes, and five hundre 
bushels can be raised to the acre, They can 
be cultivated for nine dollars an acre. A can- 
ning factory established here would make 
large profits, and would do more to establish 
truck farming than anything else. The truck 
men would all know that they could sell their 
surplus to the canning factory after they had 
exhausted the markeis. Land is cheaper 
here, the seasons are longer, and the saving In 
freight alone would make more than the 
profit canning factories usually get. The 
wholesale trade of Atlanta’ alone would take a 
hundred cases a day of canned goods.”
